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Police car hits dorm assault suspect 


One possible sexual assault suspect caught, other on loose after campus car chase

‘ Acall to University Police regarding two 
possible suspects in a recent sexual assault 
case sparked a chase at about 8 p.m. 
Monday, which ended with a University 
Police car hitting the fleeing passenger, 
Public Information Officer Kelly Clark said. 

The driver fled on foot and is still at large, 
as of Tuesday’s press time, ene. to the 
police report. 





" The 1999 GMC Yukon was parked i in the 
residence hall parking lot near Draper Hall, 
and when the police officer responding to the 
call approached the car, the vehicle sped off 
down Fair Oaks Boulevard. 

The two men pulled the vehicle over at 
Hurley Way and Fulton Avenue. 

‘The driver and the passenger fled,” 
Clark said. “The passenger ran out in front of 
our patrol vehicle and was struck by our 
patrol car and was injured at the scene.” 

The passenger was transported by ambu- 
lance to the UC Davis Medical Center with

minor injuries. Clark said he was not arrest- 
ed, but is being interviewed regarding the 
sexual assault case. 

The Sacramento Police Department 
responded to the University Police activity on 
the scanner by sending 11 cars and setting up 
a perimeter at the scene, Sacramento Police 
Department dispatcher Sherry Furniss said. 

Furniss said the Sacramento Police 
Department detained a person suspected of 
being the driver on Monday night, but let the 
person go after questioning. 

The California Highway Patrol sent out

four cars to respond to the accident, CHP 
Officer Brent Baginski said. 

Clark said:the University Police were 
already investigating a case involving a sex- 
ual assault in the residence halls last week. 

Jeffrey Peck, a freshman resident of 
Draper Hall, said two men from Fresno sex- 
ually assaulted a girl while visiting their 
friend last week on the second bg of 
Draper Hall. 

The friend’s roommate, who wished to 
withhold his name, said the two tried to force 
themselves on a girl, who was a dorm resident. 


Jack Shanahan, a Jenkins Hall resident, 
said after he had heard about the girl being 
sexually assaulted, he saw a man running 
down the hall with a knife on the second 
floor of Draper Hall. 

“T was trying to stop somebody running 
down the hallway and I just got sliced,” 
Shanahan said. Dorm residents said 
Shanahan suffered a laceration to his shoul- 
der. 

Shanahan was unsure if the man with the 
knife was the alleged sex offender.

disappeared in the last 10 years. The women’s dead

Frequent and loud college parties worthy of police inter- 
vention may cost Sacramento State students a hefty fine if a 
proposal by the Alcohol Advisory. Council gains community 
support. 

The proposal, first introduced on March 7 at Sac State’s 
Alcohol Advisoty Cotincil meetitig, would target the residents 
of homes that have loud patties throughout the city of 
Sacramento. 

Under the proposal, if the police are called out to the same 
household more than once within a certain time period, that 


_ residence will be fined: 


It’s known as a response cost ordinance, where the host of 
the party will be responsible for the cost of the police coming 
out to the residence. That cost would likely vary, depending 
on the number of police officers called out to a residence. 

- Two Northem California cities, Petaluma and Vallejo, have 
adopted similar ordinances targeting parties. 

Heather Dunn Carlton, assistant director of Student 
Activities and chairwoman of the Alcohol Advisory Council, 
said the proposal is part of an overall prevention strategy to

A new Hornet stadium will be thrown into the mix, 
along with other amenities planned for the Recreation, 
Wellness and Events Center, campus spokesman Frank 
Whitlatch said. 

Whitlatch said the stadium could cost about $32 mil- 
lion, bumping the recently estimated $90 million price tag 
for the project up to $120 million. 

The plan to build a new stadium, however, is not final 
because the $120 million estimate to fund the RWEC is 
not yet in the university’s grasp, said Vice President of 
Facilities Management Ron Richardson. 

“T would like it to be a new stadium,” Richardson said. 
“We don’t have all the donations, and until it reaches its 
goal, we can’t scope the project.” 

But if all the pieces fall into place, it will be a reality 
for Sac State, Richardson said. 

Whitlatch said the plan is to have a new stadium, and 
it has been talked about before. However, it might be nec- 
essary to salvage some pieces of the existing facility if 
funds aren’t sufficient. 

Richardson said that not much from the current sta-

Richardson said.

These: figures leave a nearly 
$60 million gap to be raised to 
fund the newest construction 
estimate of $120 million. The 
estimate has increased $15 mil- 
ion because of the rising cost of 
steel and concrete worldwide and 
a plan to replace or renovate 
Hornet Stadium. 

Regardless of the price 
increase, the amount contributed 
by students will not change, 
according to various committee 
members in charge of the project 
and Associate Vice President of 
Development Vince Sales. 

That makes fund raising a top 
priority for the team in charge of 
raising the remaining funds, 
Sales said. 

‘Tm new,” Sales said. “I’ve 


only been here for a little over a 
month. My job is really to secure 
private funding for the university. 
And a big priority for me is to 
work on this project.” 

Part of the fund-raising 
process will include alumni, 
Sales said. “You have to go 
through educating alumni that 
now we're moving from totally 
public supported to public assist- 
ed; we need public dollars to 
reach that margin of excellence.” 

Architects of Ellerbe Becket 
and members of TMCS project 
management met with personnel 
from the athletic department on 
Thursday, and with students and 
University Union officials on 
Friday, to discuss preliminary 
ideas for the RWEC.

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Victims’ mothers seek 
help in investigating murders 


She said that’s when she 
approached the Women’s Resource 
Center about doing the event. 

When Grady said she would help 
put together the event, Searle began 
contacting other groups, such as Sac 
State’s chapters of Mecha and the 
National Organization of Women, to 
get them involved. 

At the event, Patricia Cervantes, 
mother of victim Neyra Cervantes, 
spoke with Marques as a translator. 
She has been touring around 
California with the help of Mexico 
Solidarity Network to ask for help in 
finding her daughter’s murderers and 
to ask for the release of her son David 
Meza, who was ‘tortured into admit- 
ting that he committed the crime. He 
was not in Ciudad Juarez at the time 
of his sister’s disappearance. 

“Tt’s a very terrible situation, and I 
don’t think that people here are really 
aware of how bad it is,” Grady said. 


“But it is also amazing to see these 
women, mothers, who are already 
held in such low esteem in Mexico, to 
take on the government and the 
police.” 

The.victims’ mothers have sought 
help from several organizations, 
including Mexico _ Solidarity 
Network, which began in 1998 to 
help factory workers in Mexico 
receive better pay and more workers’ 
rights after the North American Free 


Trade Agreement was passed. 


Marques said soon after the group 
arrived, mothers of missing women 
began asking the group to help inves- 
tigate the murders, 

“Our primary goal with the speak- 
ing tour is to educate people about the 
situation and encourage them to put 
pressure on government officials,” 
Marques said. 

Marques said her group has had 


some success raising awareness in: 


Congress with the help of U.S. Rep. 
Hilda Solis, D-Calif., who last week 
reintroduced a resolution to express 


‘concern and propose actions to 


address the murders and disappear- 
ances in Ciudad Juarez. 

Solis visited Ciudad Juarez in 
2003 as part of a congressional dele- 
gation and has. introduced a resolu- 
tion every year since, asking for 
action. 

In a March 10 press release, Solis 
said, “While we’ ve made advances in 
these last years to address the mur- 
ders and disappearance of young 
women, there were over 30 murders 
in Ciudad Juarez and Chihuahua City 
over the past year. This bill calls for 
comprehensive bilateral efforts to end 
these ongoing murders.”

The limousine is part of a free 
shuttle service to Sac State offered 
by Jefferson Commons. 

“I appreciate it; the drivers are 
cool,” said Jeneba Lahai, a shuttle 
passenger and Sac State sophomore 
majoring in biology. 

_ “A lot of people use the free 
shuttle,” said Janine Hunter, the 
director of community operations 
for Jefferson Commons. 

The shuttle service is necessary 
because the apartments have* 792 
beds but only 650 parking spots. 

Of the 650 spots, 236 are under 
carports, which residents must pay 
to use. . 

Currently, the carport parking 
costs $20 per month, but this fee 
will be going up-in. the fall to.$25 
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per month, Hunter said. 

Some residents said parking is a 
problem at Jefferson Commons. 

“If you try to get a parking spot 
after 9 p.m., it’s a crapshoot,” said 
Jose Villalobos, a Jefferson 


‘Commons resident and Sac State 


junior majoring in music perform- 
ance. 

Crystal ‘England, another resi- 
dent and Sac State junior majoring 
in Spanish, said there aren’t enough 
guest spots. 

In fact, there are a total of 19 
guest spots for the entire complex. 

“Our obligation is to our resi- 
dents,”’ said Hunter. 

There is no more room to put 
parking spots and creating more 
guest spots would take away from 
resident parking. 

Parking outside the complex is 
not a viable option. Parking on the 


Street is limited to one hour in-many,, 
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places. 

The parking lot across the street 
belongs to a supermarket and is not 
available to Jefferson Commons 
residents or guests, 

Mishae Parker, a Jefferson 
Commons resident and Sac State 
freshman majoring in psychology, 
has had her car on a tow truck twice. 

The first time, the operator 
charged her $75 to lower it. The sec- 
ond time, the cost was'$150. 

Parker said that the price gets 
much higher if the tow truck actual- 
ly tows the car off the premises. 

She also said that on weekends, 
it is very hard to find a parking spot. 

Parker no longer has a car and 
now travels to and from school on 
the shuttle service.

aking the wrong decision 
with regards to alcohol con- 
sumption can be dangerous, 
even deadly. Learning to drink respon- 
sibly is one of the more valuable les- 
sons in life and one that all college 
students should take seriously. 
Recently, the Sacramento chapter of 
the CSU Alcohol Advisory Council 
met to discuss an ordinance that 
would fine the hosts of large college 
parties where the police have to be 
called out more than once within a 


certain time period. 


The goal, of course, is to focus on 
mitigating the nuisance of frequent 
offenders in residential neighborhoods 
that surround the campus and deal 
with the frequent abuse of alcohol by

She’s noticed a couple of cars in 


front of your house this evening and 
once again, the music is too loud. You 
get one chance to turn down your 
emusic when the cops show up, and if 
her overly sensitive ears don’t like 
what’s happening two hours later, she 
can call the police again. 

You get fined depending on the 
number of police that show up. This 
ordinance has abuse written all over it.

The Advisory Council needs to find

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Bias found in funding 
to minority schools 


years after the passing of Brown 

v. Board of Education and teach- 
ers and students are suffering. 
Proposition 98 guaranteed that 40 
percent of the state’s budget go to 
K-12 schools and community col- 
leges. The proposition never stated 
to which schools the funding would 
be sent, which is a:problem. 

On Feb. 15 a report conducted 
by Education True-West, an educa- 
tional policy organization out of 
Oakland that focuses on low- 
income African-American and 
Latino students, discovered major 
salary gaps between teachers at 
minority schools versus teachers at 
predominately ‘white Schodis!* °°" 

Forty-two of the 50 largest 
school districts in California spend 
significantly more on teachers in the 
schools that have the fewest 
African-American and Latino pop- 
ulations. The study found an aver- 
age salary gap of $4,103 per teacher 
between schools with high and low 
minority populations. 

“Tt is evident that working class 
and racial minority communities, 
and those who care about them, are 
devalued in our society, which 
explains the significant salary dif- 
ferential between teachers in the 
minority and non-minority 
schools,” said Manuel Barajas, 
‘assistant sociology professor. 

The majority of teachers in the 
state look to predominately white 
schools as an ideal place to teach. It

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is obvious with these recent findings 
that they will be paid more and will 
have a better chance of gaining 


tenure. ve 


The study also found that teach- 
ers teaching at schools that serve 
mostly low-income students receive 
$135,654 less than teachers in 
wealthy districts over the span of 


,| each student's K-12. school career. 


Teachers and students are no 
longer segregated physically by eth- 
nicity as they were prior to Brown v. 
Board of Education; they are segre- 
gated economically and by social 
Status. 


“T feel that the amount of money 
that many K-12 schools receive is 
based on economic status,” said 
Terry Underwood, assistant profes- 
sor of teacher education. 

“T think it is all based on a state 
formula; however, there is a distinct 
advantage to well-off school dis- 
tricts,” said Duane Campbell, a 
bilingual and multicultural profes- 
sor. “We could have adequately and 
fairly funded the schools if we did. 
not give tax reductions to vehicle 
license fees (4.5 billion).” 

One option that Gov. Arnold 


Schwarzenegger has proposed is to 
pay teachers based on merit, not 
tenure. Schwarzenegger is banking 
on the idea that districts will receive 
more funding if teacher salaries are 
based on school performance rather 
than individual credentials. 

“The more we reward excellent 


+, teachers, the more our teachers will 


be excellent,” said Schwarzenegger 
in his State of the State address in 
January. “The more we tolerate 
ineffective teachers, the more our 
teachers will be ineffective. I pro- 
pose that teacher employment _be 
tied to performance, not to just 
showing up.” 

Teachers criticize 
Schwarzenegger as! beingsinconsis- 


tent in his proposals and unin- = 


formed about the teaching profes- 
sion. 

This study that points out salary 
gaps in California school districts is 
not about the teachers and political 
opinion on how they should be paid. 
It is about the gap in education that 
minority students encounter while 
dependifig on teachers who do not 
want to teach at their schools. 

“Our. educational system is 
organized to reproduce various 
types of social hierarchies, which 
are not based on meritocracy or aca- 
demic ability but on access to 
resources and unearned advan- 
tages,” Barajas said.

job. Do the same rules apply to col- 
lege students and professors? 
University fraternization rules are 
vague because everyone is consid- 


ered an adult at the college level and 
should know where to draw the line. 

There are some rules though, that 
those of you who consider hitting on 
your hot math professor should 
know. 

Rule No. 1: If it is your hot math 
professor, he is off limits. 

Teachers cannot date students 
who are in their classes. They also 
cannot date students if the professor 
supervises them or if they work as 
the teacher’s assistant.

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Loan process harder than class 


: e purpose of financial aid is 
to financially intercede on a 
college student’s behalf, to 
help carry the financial burden of a 
university education for students 
who would not be able to attend col- 
lege otherwise. I believe in the con- 
cept of financial aid but have yet to 
personally experience the benefit of 
it. I have always been unduly over- 
looked. College students lay in an 
awkward “in-between” phase from 
using their undergraduate degree as 
a catalyst to transition out of the 
working poor into a more substan- 
tive standard of living. 

That “in-between” phase is very 
frustrating because the degree is 
what counts. 

Sacramento State, along with 
every college in this country, has 
collectively decided to make getting 
financial aid harder than any of their 
course work. I am a first-generation 
college student who, on paper, qual- 
ifies for the benefits of financial aid 
but have never been a recipient of 
such aid. To me, financial aid is like 
an urban legend. As a white male 
struggling to put myself through 
college, the reality of financial aid to 
me has always been on the periph- 
ery. But ’'m not one to dwell on 
things that are out of my control, so 
I did the next best thing: worked 
really hard with no financial assis- 
tance. Here, [am today, graduating,

with my undergraduate degree in a 
couple of months, feeling so inde- 
pendent and free of debt, and some- 
thing horrible happens: I run out of 
money!

come from. So, as someone who 
has managed to budget enough to be 
debt free as a graduating senior, I 
bégin coping with the fact that I will 
need to take out a loan to finish my 
last semester. I go to the financial 
aid office located in Lassen Hall 
where they always have at least one 
attendant available during peak 
hours and stand in line. Visiting the 
Financial Aid Office becomes an 
experience comparable to when 
friends of mine camped out the 
night before to try to get movie tick- 
ets tq “Star Wars: Episode 1” ... 
with the same disappointing out- 
come. 

I realized that in order to get a 
loan, you need the FAFSA filed. My 
misunderstanding was that it was 
helpful for loans but only necessary 
for grants: my bad. I gave up on that 
overcomplicated form when I real- 
ized my longing for government 
money was a lost cause. That form 
is similar to doing my taxes, but 
worse because it requires that not 
only have I completed and filed my 
taxes, but my parents have too: can 
you say suicide attempt? So in order 
for me to receive a small loan in the 
last semester of my senior year, I 
needed to file a late FAFSA based 
on my 2002-2003 tax information. I 
don’t even remember 2002-2003. 

So I did all of that and about a

I figure it would be 
proactive to take up another job and 
be resilient in my financial endeav- 
ors, and on-campus jobs were the 
most natural option.

It 
amazes me the employment options 
afforded to potential college gradu- 
ates on this campus: How do you 
spell degrading?

Like many college 
students, nothing stresses me out 
more, than finances.

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affect drinking behavior among students. 

“Here at Sac State, it’s not about being 
prohibitionist,’” Dunn Carlton said. “We 
want students to be responsible neighbors 
and make safe and responsible decisions.” 

Dunn Carlton stressed that the proposal 
of disciplining house parties is very early in 
its discussion stages and a time frame for 
implementing the plan has not been dis- 
cussed. 

Sac State is one of 14 other California 
campuses, including six CSUs and eight 
UCs, that are looking at combating binge 
drinking in what’s called the Safer 
California Universities study. 

The universities are working in conjunc- 
tion with the Prevention Research Center, 
based in Berkeley, which heads the study 
and specializes in drug and alcohol behavior. 

Rick McGaffigan, program director for 
the Safer California University study, said 
the Prevention Research Center surveyed 
2,000 students over the last two years at the 


alcohol. 

“Our surveys focus on where students 
drink. The data indicates that it’s off-cam- 
pus partying at Sac State,” McGaffigan said. 

Residents who are fined would likely 
receive a notice in the mail and have the 
option to pay it by mail. 

Other aspects of the prevention strategy 
would be working with the Sacramento 
Police Department in establishing ,more 
DUI checkpoints near campus. 

The council also plans to get feedback 
from neighborhood associations near cam- 
pus, such as College Glen and River Park.

Annette Deglow, president of the 
College Glen Neighborhood Association, 
said her biggest concern is that when a party 
is broken up, she doesn’t want students to be 
forced to drive away drunk. 

The College Glen neighborhood consists 
of an area just east and south of Sac State, 
including most of La Riviera Drive and 
College Town Drive. 

At one party last December, Deglow 
described an extreme example of a house 
party off La Riviera Drive that prompted 14 
officers and 13 police vehicles to respond. 

The total cost of that police response 
came to just over $2,000, according to a let- 
ter from Kevin McCarty, the Sacramento 
City Council member representing the area. 

For the proposal to be implemented, the 
council would have to take the plan to the 
Sacramento City Council for approval. 

If the plan were enforced throughout 
Sacramento County, then the County Board 
of Supervisors would have to vote on it. 

Michelle Lazark, a spokeswoman for the 
Sacramento Police Department, was 
unaware of this particular proposal, but said 
that the police department already enforces a 
similar ordinance. 

Lazark said that if police are called back 
to the same residence more than twice, the 
residence could be fined. Police could also 
confiscate possessions like stereo equip- 
ment, for example, that may be the source of 
the problem. 

The new ordinance would differ from 
the existing one as it would target house par- 
ties’ rather than general police assistance 
calls.

Sac State (8-20) finished'the season with seven more 
victories than last season, when the team'was 1-26.

President Alexander Gonzalez will pick up 
the tab on an additional $30 million estimate for a 
renovated football stadium as part of the Recre- 
ation, Wellness and Events Center package. 

Since students won’t be asked to pay for the 
increase, Gonzalez is on the hook for $70 million 
of the total $120 million cost of the project. So 
far though, he has yet to raise even half of his 
original $23 million pledge — the $10 million 

4 dollar donation of Alex Spanos encompasses 
most of what has been committed thus far. 

But while Gonzalez’ overly optimistic goals 
may remind you of a seventh grade class 
president promising candy machines in every 
classroom, you have to trust his desire to impress. 

He, like Sac State, is about building an image. 
Gonzalez went all in on this one, and if he is 
unable to make things happen, that image will 
appear quite flawed. 

Gonzalez, agree with him or not, is not an 
idiot. 

Instead of doubting him, let’s relish the man’s 
abilities. A president with the ability to just go out 
and raise $70 million bucks, are you kidding? 
Sounds like a pretty sweet investment to me.

Football team begins offseason training

The Sacramento State football 
team is back on the field for the 
first time since November as it had 
the first of two spring practice ses- 
sions. 

_ Head coach Steve Mooshagian 
is trying to get his team to improve 
on the Hornets’ 3-8 record of last 
season. 

“We are a lot farther ahead than 
we were at this time last year,” 
Mooshagian said. “We have more 
depth and experience, but we need 
to get better in some key areas.” 

The Hornets will try to replace 
four senior starters from a year 
ago, two of which were first-team 
All-Big Sky selections — wide re- 
ceiver Fred Amey and cornerback 
Ramon Payne. : 

Amey is the Hornets’ all-time 
leading receiver and was a three- 
time all conference selection. 


Mooshagian thinks his team has 
the experience necessary to some- 
what replace a receiver like Amey. 

Philip Perry and Ryan Coogler 
got the majority of the playing time 
last year after Amey, and they are 
adding a newcomer in Gabe Hatch- 
ett who spent last season at Toledo 
but did not play last year. 

The loss of Amey will be cush- 
ioned by having starting tight end 
McRuben Fleurinord back along 
with two recruits in Ray Navar, 
who will be a freshman from Alta 
Loma and Jon Garcia a transfer 
from Orange Coast Junior College. 

The loss of Payne hurts the sec- 
ondary but Mooshagian thinks he 
has the depth at that position as 
well. The Hornets do have both 
starting safeties back in Brett Shel- 
ton and Brent Webber. Both were 
freshmen in 2004 and Shelton was 
named second team all-conference. 

“The defense looks solid with 
eight starters returning, although 


* we held both Chris Hurts and Brent 


Webber out of spring with injury 
rehab,” Mooshagian said.

Leadingham was one 
of the most prolific passers in 
school history.

Tredway was Leadingham’s top 


backup last year and will be a sen- 
ior next season. In the limited ac- 
tion he saw, he threw a touchdown 
pass and had 132 yards for the sea- 
son. 

Wehr and Bessalo will both be 
sophomores next season. Wehr did- 
n’t play last year as a freshman 
and Bessalo is transferring from 
Long Beach City Junior College 
where he shared the quarterback 
duties in 2004. 

The team will open its season-in 
Berkeley on Sept. 5 against Pac-10 
power California. 

The Golden Bears were 10-2 
Jast season as one of their losses 
was to the eventual champion 
USC. This game was mentioned 
many times during practices as the 
Hornets already have it in their 
minds.

Roadtrip Nation gives students — 
opportunities for career guidance

_ A 1980s neon green RV visited 
Sacramento State on March 1, attracting 
students toward an unconventional way 
of searching for their careers. 

The: 31-foot-long van is part of 
Roadtrip Nation, a: group that has been 


picking up students since 2001 and driv- - 


ing them 15,000 miles around the coun- 
try so they can interview. as many leaders 
as possible to'get a sense of what to do 
with their degrees after college. 

Sac State is one of 50 college cam- 
puses that partnered with the career sup- 
portive group three years ago to give stu- 
dents a chance to go on an all-expense- 
paid road trip, interviewing people like 
the CEO: of Aspen Skiing Company in 
Colorado, the founder of Nirvana’s 
record label in Seattle and a Pulitzer 


prize-winning novelist in Carmel Valley. 

Martha Schuster, a counselor for the 
campus career center, said: she brought 
Roadtrip Nation to Sac State in 2002, 
when it presented its program and 
offered applications for students who 
were grouped into teams of three. 

“Tt inspires students to take. chances 
and go on_and search for their road,” 
Schuster said. 

Roadtrip Nation picked up three Sac 
State students last summer, who not only 
honed their interviewing skills and 
learned how to land a job after college, 
but also had their experiences taped and 
shown on the Public Broadcasting 
Service, a national television station. 

Schuster said the program teaches 
students to stop listening to the “noise,” 
which includes advice from parents, 
friends, counselors and professors, and to 
instead experience job searching their 


own way. 

“Behind the Wheel,’is in its fifth year 
and also has a DVD and a book about 
what it does for students including previ- 
ous road trip experiences. 

Roadtrip Nation will visit 100 univer- 
sities this year. 

Student teams from 40 universities 
applied last year and the program only 
took three of them, one from the 
Southern region of the United States, one 
from the Central and one from the 
Northern. 

Gloria Pantoja, a graduate in business 
witha concentration in marketing, was 
one of three students who was picked last 
summer to travel nationwide. 

She said she applied after watching 
Roadtrip Nation’s presentation early last 
year and qualified. 

Pantoja was assessed on how well she 
got along with her teammates, whether 
she was a full time student and over 18. 

She also had to contact a list of peo- 
ple whom she wanted to interview and 
then tape herself interviewing someone. 

Pantoja said she ended up interview- 
ing President Alexander Gonzalez, 


which she taped and mailed in soon after. 

When she got the call, Pantoja said 
she was ecstatic. 

“T couldn’t even believe it,” she said. 

She soon found herself in Huntington 
Beach with her teammates — her brother 
and her best friend/sorority sister — paint- 
ing their RV and getting ready for a five- 
week trip on the road. 

Two Roadtrip Nation crewmembers 
traveled with them and taped their 
thoughts before and after each interview. 

Pantoja said her favorite part was 
interviewing Betty Cortina, editor. of 
Latina Magazine. 

“Tt was nice to see someone I could 
relate to,” she said. “I read her magazine 
every month, and there I was talking to 


_her in New York City.” 


Pantoja’s team also: got to interview 
Richard Wolcott, cofounder of Volcom. 
Pantoja said there were leaders they 
interviewed who said they also had inse- 
curities and confusion in college, which 
encouraged her to continue pressing on 
toward a career.

Tf ManiaTV had its way, college students across the. 


nation would be chucking televisions out of their dorm 
rooms and tuning in to Internet programming every day. 

And with a tagline like “f*ck television,” that’s exactly 
what ManiaT’V is hoping for. 

Streamed live over the Internet 24 hours a day, 
ManiaTV is a combination of music videos, short films, ani- 
mation and video games spread across a variety of shows in 
a programming setup similar to normal ra ran

“From day one, ManiaTV was to be a viewer’s net- 
work,” said Christy Kruzick, one of 14 “CyberJockeys” for 
ManiaTV. “Chat room interaction, message boards and 
Web cams allow for the viewers to directly influence the 
programming. Where else can a viewer chant, ‘kill the 
video, kill the video,’ and get a video stopped mid-play 10 
seconds later?” 

Kruzick was originally an intern in ManiaTV’s public 
relations department, where her love of music got her rec- 
ognized as a possible candidate as a CyberJockey. After an 
audition process, she was offered the position and accepted,

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and can currently be seen Monday through Friday from 7 


a.m. to 11 a.m, in several programs. 

One of the programs, “The Daily Independent,” plays 
artists from some of the biggest independent labels, and 
Kruzick helps to create content for feature stories based on 
the feedback she receives from viewers. 

ManiaTV is the brainchild of founder and CEO Drew 
Massey, who thought of the idea a few years ago while eat- 
ing at a cheeseburger restaurant in Palo Alto. He decided to 
merge the two biggest entertainment mediums of his gener- 
ation: television and the Interhet: 

But to differentiate itself from regular television, Massey 
would structure his programming differently with fewer 
commercials, more independent content and more involve- 
ment from the viewers. Based in Denver with offices in 
New York and Los Angeles, ManiaTV finally went live on 
Labor Day 2004. 

The fledgling Internet broadcast network has been 
steadily gaining support from both viewers and advertisers. 
The network has the support of large corporations such as 
‘Dell and Intel, as well as the Naval Air Force, and has 
acquired the rights to broadcast music videos by major 
artists like U2. 

Since its launch, ManiaTV has had over a million 
unique visitors, and viewers are encouraged to submit feed- 
back and content to the network. Viewers can even enter 
contests to win prizes or apply for a job as a CyberJockey. 

ManiaTV recently made a stop at the Sacramento State 
campus as part of its college campus road trip tour, and the 
response from students was supportive. 

“The Sacramento State students were so cool and open- 
minded to us,” said Paul Haffey, West Coast tour represen- 
tative for ManiaTV. “They took quite a liking to the ‘f*ck 
TV’ shirts that we handed out by the dozens.” 

By the end of this semester, the campus tour will have 
visited over 90 campuses across the nation and reached a 
potential two million students, said Kevin Staunton, direc- 
tor of business development at ManiaTV. 

ManiaTV currently broadcasts in three differenit quality 


streams for narrowband. and broadband users, in order to ' 


reach as many viewers as possible, even those with lower 
connection speeds. As bandwidth availability increases for 


more users, higher quality streams will be added, said* 


Daniel Murphy, head of technology for ManiaTV. 

Providing a choice of download streams is vital to 
ManiaTV’s success, as it is not targeting just home viewers 
with high-speed connections, but also office workers and 
students with laptops using wireless connections at college 
campuses. 

“Because so many people are tied to the Internet for 
daily use, ManiaT'V has proven to be a nice alternative for 
those who spend fair amounts of their time on the Internet,” 
Kruzick said.

s the days grow longer and the 
sun’s heat strengthens, the skin’s 
ue darkens. Many students can’t 
wait for spring for that desired darker © 
tone, and instead look to tanning beds. 

Clientele around local tanning salons 
is picking up and with so many salons to 
choose from within a four-mile radius of 
Sacramento State (seven, to be precise), 
finding an available “bronze shop” is as 
easy as stepping outside. 

“The tanning industry is doing very 
well right now,” said Georgina : 
Patamakomol, owner of Tan For All at 
1355 Fulton Ave, Patamakomol is also a 
regular tanning bed user. 

“T go regularly to my doctor,” 
Patamakomol said. “She cautions me on 
my use, so I take it very seriously.” 

Patamakomol said discretion is impor- 
tant when using tanning beds. She said 
the tanning beds emit certain types of UV 
rays that mimic the sun’s glow. 

_ “Tfused properly, they will not dam- 
age the skin or the body in any way,” she 
said. 

Emil Tanghetti, a Sacramento derma- 


‘tologist practicing around the corner from 


Sac State off J Street, has a different opin- 
ion. 

“Tf anyone is going to tanning beds 
they should be skeptical,” Tanghetti said. 
“Tt’s like going and asking someone from 
the cigarette industry if smoking is bad.” 

Tanghetti said tanning beds are never 
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Just a craze or plain ol’ crazy? 


_ healthy. 


“They send a broad band of light out, 
called UVA light, and it penetrates 
through the epidermis, which is the pro- 
tective layer (of the skin), down to the 
dermis and damages it,” Tanghetti said. 

Tanghetti said that any type of light 
the body receives damages skin cells. 

All types of UV rays exist. UVA and 
UVB rays occur naturally through the 
sun’s light. Another, more toxic form 
emitted from the sun, called UVC, is 
more-or-less blocked out by the ozone 
layer. 

Any one of these types of rays has the 
potential for causing any number of skin 
diseases, including cancer and melanoma. 
Tanning beds mimic each form of these 
rays without any protection. ‘For that rea- 
son, tanning bed sessions are usually lim- 
ited to 15 to 20 minutes, depending on 
skin pigment. 

Peter Mathis, owner/operator of a tan- 
ning salon called Wild Tans off of 
University Drive and La Riviera Drive, 
knows of the concerns and makes people 
well aware of the risks. 

“Tf someone really fair comes in, we 
will recommend that they don’t tan; that 
they shouldn’t tan,” he said. 

Mathis is also aware of the growing 
controversy over tanning bed use. As with 
anything, there are as many pros as there 
are cons. 

“The thing is, if you try to research 
this on your own, you will only find the 
negative press,” he said. “It’s a good thing 
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in moderation. 
People should just 
use common 
sense and discre- 
tion.” 

Just having a 
broad sense of the 
effects of tanning 
seems to keep 
some Sac State 
students from 
using tanning 
beds, 


“Tm kind of 
scared of them 
anyway,” criminal 
justice major 
Gavin Ray said. 

For some it’s 
all about being safe and Gading their 
own body. Shaunna Heckenlaible, a fair- 
skinned child development major, said 
that using sunscreen out in the sun is fine 
with her. And if that’s not enough, there 
are other alternatives. 

“T-ve heard that a lot of people use 
self-spray lotion,” Heckenlaible said. 

Spray-on tanning is an option avail- 
able at most tanning salons, at an average 


- cost of $30. There is no skin damage with 


this method, but the tan only lasts for one 
to two weeks. 

For Nicole Brown, a dietetics major 
and tanning salon employee, knowing the 
health risks doesn’t faze her. 

“T don’t think it’s any worse than stay- 
ing out in the sun for hours and hours,” 
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Tanning salons have become popular places, 
including this one located on Howe Avenue. 


she said. 

Brown said it’s important to use 
lotions, The drier one’s skin is, the less 
likely he or she will tan. More important- 
ly, dry skin can actually damage skin fur- 
ther, 

It’s most important to be informed 
about the risks. Different people’s skin 
will react differently to.exposure to UV 
rays. Depending on a peson’s pigmenta- 
tion, the sun or tanning beds can have 
very serious and long lasting effects. 

“Part of this has to do with being satis- 
fied with our color. We don’t have to all 
look like we just walked in off the 
beach,” Tanghetti said.

’ learned the lesson the hard way. 


The 23-year-old was late for 
class and decided to park her car 
in the carpool lot. She had 15 min- 
utes before the parking area 
became a daily lot and figured that 
she wouldn’t get caught. Coming 
back to her car after a day of class, 
she discovered a ticket on her win- 
dow. 

“T was angry and I protesied 
it,” she said. “But they said 15 
minutes was 15 minutes.” 

The University Transportation 
and Parking Services issues park- 
ing citations on campus. Parking 
officers, community service offi- 
cers and public safety officers are 
responsible for distributing the 
tickets. 

Suzanne Bracamonte, the 
assistant to the manager for 
UTAPS, said there are seven park- 
ing officers and four community 
service officers scheduled at any 
given time. The two most com- 
mon violations are parking with- 
out a valid permit in view or not 
parking in a designated area. 

“They consistently enforce all 
parking areas throughout their 
work shift,” she said. “The num- 
ber of parking citations vary daily, 
and depend on parking viola- 
tions.” 


Normally, Bracamonte added, 
more citations are issued at the 
beginning of each semester. Also, 
there are no areas on campus that 
are more prone to parking viola- 
tions than others. 

“Through our consistent 
enforcement, parking violations 
are identified in many areas of the 
campus,” she said. 

If a student receives a citation 
and believes it to be unfair, he or 
she can appeal it at the UTAPS 
office in Foley Hall, or on the 
UTAPS Web site, 
www.csus.edu/utaps 

Student Martina Bautista, 33, 
received a parking violation the 
day of her school orientation. She 
said the ticket claimed that her 
parking permit was turned upside 
down and she appealed the ticket. 


“I was so mad,” she said. “I | 


knew it was the right day stamped 
on the permit. I knew I was going 
to have to go through the trouble 
of either paying it or writing it off. 
I had it written off.” 

Revenue received from the 
parking citations helps to fund 
alternate transportation programs, 
Bracamonte said. These programs 
include the Hornet Express 
Shuttle and Bike Compound No. 
i 

Austero, who drives to school 
every day, said there is a problem 
with parking on campus. 

“Tt’s come to the point where I 
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Salvador Elizarraraz writes a ticket for a vehicle failing to 


display a valid parking pass. 


have to set a specific time to leave 
and a specific time to get here so I 
have a spot,” she said. “If I’m five 
minutes late, my entire plan back- 
fires.” 

Bracamonte said construction 
on Parking Structure:III, located in 
Lot 8, will begin this summer. It 
will take a year-and-a-half to 
build, she said, but it will provide 
the school with 3,100 more park- 


ing spaces. 

Bautista believes that even 
with the new structure, there will 
still be problems finding a place to 
park. 

“We’re still going to be over- 
crowded,” she said. “And there 
will still be too many drivers.”

Virtual escape can be addictive

and Luigi, introduced gamers to a 


“world of fantasy, which led to the 


expansion of the gaming world 
today. Mario and his pasta-loving 
pal Luigi, the main characters of the 
game, were barely recognizable on 
the eight-bit system that, in 1986, 
seemed like a magical plastic box. 
After years of advancements in 
technology and advertising, elec- 
tronic entertainment has become 
more than just a hobby: It has 
become an addictive lifestyle. 
Today, there are several video 
game systems that enable gamers to 
access a Virtual life outside of reali-~ 


ty. Sony’s Playstation 2 features a 
CD/DVD player with a 128-bit uni- 
verse that produces a Dolby. Digital 
5.1 theater-quality sound. This 
highly advanced console has the 
capability to play over 2,000 
games, including those of the origi- 
nal Playstation. Users are encour- 
aged to “Live in your world. Play in 
ours,’ according to Sony. This 
innovative machinery has led many 
gamers to play in the fantasy world 
almost as often as living in reality. 
“The more real.a game is, the 
better ... it’s a total escape,” 
Sacramento State student Aaron 
Rodriguez said. “Games are a lot 
more advanced nowadays. You can 
have 30 to 45 seconds of fun repeat- 
edly, compared to the old school 
games where you had five seconds 
of fun. Before it was just push a 
button and jump and that was it.” 
Becoming addicted to video 
games can possibly have repercus- 
sions that affect the way gamers 
live their lives. The Media 
Awareness Network of California 
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has conducted studies that it 
believes show that males are more 
likely: to become addicted than 
females. The network also believes 
that gamers need to experience 
more powerful images when away 
from the game in order to respond 
emotionally to the game after a long 
period of addiction. 

In the article “Violent Video 
Games and Stimulus Addiction” on 
the Media Awareness Network 
Web site, it said that gamers “seek 
out more and more violent games to 
hold their interest.” 

Another study conducted by the 
American Physiological 
Association and ABC showed that 
Internet gaming addiction is begin- 
ning to be considered a psychologi- 
cal disorder. The study showed that 


nearly 30 percent of people ques- - 


tioned said that Internet gaming 
was used in order to conduct some 
sort of escape. 

With the continually increasing 
capability of video games, users 
will continue to seek out the virtual

Yang Lee, a graduate student 
at Sacramento State, is one of two 
graduate directors for Associated 
Students Inc. A graduate student 
in public policy and administra- 
tion, Lee had the following to say 
about current financial issues ... 
“the name change would distin- 
guish our institution for other 
CSU institutions.” 

Regarding grad students, who 
receive financial aid but have to 
pay out of pocket for required 
undergraduate courses, Lee said, 
“We are advocating at all levels to 
decrease student fees at all lev- 
els.” 

She also said: “I would like to 
see more classes available on dif- 
ferent days and times. 
like to see classes available both 
semesters. Some graduate pro- 
grams have certain classes avail- 


I would © 


able in the spring semester. Thus, 
students have to wait a year to 
take the course. More graduate 
students can graduate on time if 
these problems are resolved.” 

Lee said she wants “to get 
more students involved in student 
government and to create a sepa- 
rate council for graduate stu- 
dents.” 

More than 5,000 grad students 
are at Sac State, the majority of 
which are in the college of educa- 
tion. Sac State offers 40 graduate 
programs. 

~ Students who were polled and 
asked what Joshua Wood, Sac 
State’s ASI President, had done 
for them were dumbfounded. 
Students couldn’t even answer 
what ASI as a whole had done for 
them this school year.

Continued from B5 
again on April 3. 

The “Behind the Wheel” pro- 
gram not only positively affected 
Pantoja, but also inspired Al Striplin, 
an instructor and counselor in Sac 
State’s Educational Opportunity 
Program, a California State 
University systemwide program. 

Last semester, Striplin sent 40 of 
his students from two sections of his 
freshman seminar class in ethnic 
studies out into Sacramento to inter- 
view local leaders. 

They did this without a budget or 
an RV and instead took their own 
video and digital cameras, a tape 
recorder and notebooks and traveled 
by car, bus or on foot to learn inter- 
viewing skills and types of careers 
outside of college. 

He said they came back with two 
different conclusions: what their 
majors are all about and that their 


majors are not necessarily connected 
to their careers. 

“Tt blows away the stereotypes 
people have,” Striplin said about 
college students thinking they have 
to work in a field related to their 
studies. 

“Students find that they are not 
locked into their majors,” he said. 

Striplin used his own life as an 
example. He majored in biology and 
minored in chemistry, but taught 
high school English after college 
and is now into counseling. 

“Careers are something that 
develop continuously,” Striplin said. 

Roadtrip Nation asked Striplin to 
write a letter about his class assign- 
ment, which will appear in its new 
book that comes out this summer.

This semester, users of the cam- 
pus wireless and open jack network 
at Sacramento State have a new, but 
risky way to log into the network 
using SacLink for authentication. 

The method increases compati- 
bility with operating systems and 
Internét-compatible devices, but 
provides no encryption for witeless 
transmission and makes it easier for 
others to access students’ data. 

David Hill, © director for 
University Computing and 
Communication Services, said the 
first wireless access points were 
placed around the campus in 2001. 

At the time, wireless encryption 
methods were still in their infancy. 
Wired Equivalent Privacy was the 
first security. protocol for providing 
encryption for wireless networks. 

The early attempt at security 
made it easy to decrypt wireless 
data. 

Carl Oakes, University network 
support for UCCS, said this was the 
main reason for choosing the Virtual 
Private Network, or VPN client, for 
accessing the campus network. Not 
only would the VPN client use. stu- 
dents’ and faculty SacLink names 
and passwords. for login, but the 
client also encrypts the transmitted 
data, making it extremely difficult 
for anyone to intercept and read the 
information. 

“With the university’s eartiedse: 


tion of wireless networking, ‘VPN 
was used 
for authentication because it was 
relatively easy to setup and config- 
ure, and it was the best way to guar- 
antee the security of data traveling 
over the wireless network,” Hill 
said. 

While the VPN. client worked 
great for most users, some students 
had problems downloading, 
installing and configuring the free 


client, available on the Sac State 
Web site: 
Apple Macintdsh users with 


Operating System 9 and lower and 
people with personal 
accessing devices had to purchase a 
client in order to access the network. 

That’s why SacLink network 
authentication was introduced this 
semester, to provide an easy, client- 
free way to access the campus net- 
work. However, this came at the 
expense of data encryption. 

Julio Gomez, a mechanical engi- 
neering major, uses SacLink for 
accessing the campus network 
because he has problems trying to 
use the VPN client. 

“As long as I can use the Internet 
(is what matters), but I would prefer 
(using VPN) because it is more 
secure,’ Gomez said. 

Melissa Gomez is less‘ con- 
cerned about wireless encryption. 
Although she “loves” using the 
wireless network, she said she yses 
it more for entertainment pies 
and is not worried about ‘her infor-

mation being sent without security. 
She uses SacLink for authentica- 
tion, and has not heard about the 
VPN client. 

“T have 5,000 anti-virus defini- 
tions,” she said. “Of course (I will 
continue to use SacLink).” 

“Because VPN encrypts user 
data at the user’s workstation and it 
remains encrypted until it reaches 
the university’s secured, wired 
infrastructure, there’s no danger that 
eavesdroppers on a wireless net- 
work will obtain usable informa- 
tion,” Hill said. 

UCCS does not hide the unen- 
cryption danger from students. The 
“General Information” link on the 
SacLink network authentication 
Web site states that the only way to 
encrypt all packets sent wirelessly is 
with the VPN client. 

“VPN requires a client to per- 
form the encryption, so some users 
have resisted its use,” Hill said. 
“The university has provided an 
alterfiate authentication mechanism 
that does not require the installation 
of a client, but VPN is still recom- 
mended because it provides a secure 
connection.”
